Taking effect July 1, the City of Ro¬ 
mulus will receive an approximate 6.9 
pacent increase to their water and sew¬ 
er bill from the Detroit Water and Sew¬ 
er Department 

Part of foe increase was brought on 
by Detroit’s new Water Works plant 
that will cost approximately 300 mil¬ 
lion to build Detroit’s current century- 
old pump is providing water to com¬ 
munities as far north as Flint and far 
south as Monroe and is in need of nu¬ 
merous improvements. 

One of those improvements is that 
the cunrent water system uses chlorine 
to kill bacteria The new plant will use 
an ozonation process, which will be 
less hanmful to consumers and the envi¬ 
ronment 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency is pushing for a new facility 
because the ozonation process will be 
mandatory for all municipal water treat¬ 
ment plants in the near future. 

The city is also aiming to upgrade 
the current sewer system at a cost of 1.5 
billion doUais, to better manage solid 
waste 

According to foe Detroit Free Press, 
the cost to each city will be $15.91 per 
1,000 cubic feet of water. The cost for 
these new water and sewer treatments 
was brought up during foe discussion 
portion of foe Romulus City Council 
meeting, February 4. 

One citizen calculated that Romulus 
would actually receive a total 16 per¬ 
cent increase. Many residents believe 
any increase is too much. 

Mayor Alan Lambert and city coun¬ 
cil said they would research the figures 
to determine foe exact cost increase for 
Romulus, 

“The source is old and outdated,” 
said Councilwoman Debbie Romak of 
the water pumps. Which means, ex¬ 
plained Romak, the City of Detroit will 
be spending lots of money to bring it in¬ 
to compliance and there will be more 
raised rates.

New development director has big pians 

Keyes envisions tremendous growth

Romulus Community and Eco¬ 
nomic Development Director Tim 
Keyes, has many visions for growth

and development in Romulus. 

“I’ve really been impressed with 
what IVe seen and with the opportuni¬ 
ty that this town has,” says Keyes. 

He is currently developing a new 
master plan for the city that he will be 
presenting to the city (X)uncil for ap¬ 
proval The master plan was last up¬ 
dated in the late 1980’s and Keyes 
thought it was time for a new one. 

He has been looking at transporta¬ 
tion, commercial and residential land- 
use to assess community needs. He is 
examining how 1-94 and Metro Airport 
impacts the city. 

‘The airport and highways create 
obstacles and at the same time oppor¬ 
tunity,” says Keyes. He is looking to at¬ 
tract businesses to the vacant land on 
the north side of the airport. He wants 
to re-create Merriman Road into a ho¬ 
tel and entertainment district to ser¬ 
vice both the citizens and the airport. 


“We can re-invigorate the down¬ 
town area, start at city hall and move 
all the way to the five points,” said 
Keyes. 

He believes downtown should pri¬ 
marily serve its citizens with a drug 
store, a grocery store, a post office and 
doctors and lawyers offices. Keyes is 
improving upon downtown develop¬ 
ment plans, which includes beautify¬ 
ing streets and surrounding land¬ 
scape, improving parking and busi¬ 
ness retentioa 

“We should have restaurants beg¬ 
ging to come into that area,” says 
Keyes of downtown. He also wants 
more community activity in the area. 
‘I’d love to see the historic park be¬ 
come a vibrant part of downtown” 

In the vacant land south of the air¬ 
port he says the “Pimiacle Project” 
will be the best use for that property. 
The Pinnacle Project is a plan to devel¬ 


op a large office and commercial dis¬ 
trict. The property would contain 181 
acres for commercial use and 115 acres 
for office use. A golf course is included 
in the plans. 

Keyes wants to create housing op¬ 
portunities for airline workers. “We 
have to bring more housing, and a 
need for businesses to thrive.” 

As a Community Development Di¬ 
rector for Ihyloi; Keyes developed and 
implemented the Taylor golf course 
and handled business retention and 
ej^ansioa 

He currently lives in Thylor with his 
wife and three kids but says he is de¬ 
voted to Romulus. 

“I want people to say that they 
want to be like Romulus,” he says of 
his development plans. He thinks Ro¬ 
mulus has the potential for a beautiful 
downtown and thriving recreation and 
residential areas. 


Gorton to 
face pre-lim 
this week

Art Ludwig came to Romulus 
eleven years ago to identify and claim 
the body of his wife, Nancy Ludwig 
slaiin Northwest flight attendant. 
Ludwig had been raped and mur¬ 
dered in her hotel room. Meeting 
with Lt. Dan Snyder of the Romulus, 
police department, Ludwig was 
promised that one day Snyder would 
telephone him personally to ten him 
they had cau^t his wife's kffier. 

On February 8th, nearly eleven 
years to the day that Ludwig was 
found murdered, Snyder cafled Lud¬ 
wig to teU him they had arrested Jef- 
fiiey Vfayne Gorton, a resident of CUo, 
in the murder. "It was the best can I 
ever got to make in my Hfe," said Sny¬ 
der 

Gorton, 39 years old, married to 
his second wife, and father of two 
smaH chfidren was arraigned in the 
34th District Court of Romulus on 
charges of first degree premeditated 
murder; two counts of felony murder; 
robbery armed, two counts of crimi¬ 
nal sexual conduct one, and breaking 
and entering. The murder charges 
cany mandatory Ufe sentences, the 
sexual conduct charges have maxi¬ 
mum sentences of up to life in prison 

Gorton also faces charges in the 
death of Margaret Eby a Flint Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan professor found 
on November 6th, 1986, murdered 
and raped in the same way as Lud¬ 
wig. He will be charged for each mur¬ 
der and stand trial in both communi¬ 
ties. 

Lt. Snyder along with Romulus of¬ 
ficer Gordon Malaniak combined 
forces to create a task force to investi¬ 
gate the murders. Joining with the 
Flint Police and the Michigan State 
Police, Snyder said; "A complete co¬ 
operative effort was made on behalf 
ofall the departments involved. Over 
the years a whole lot of work has 
been done by a whole lot of people.” 

DNA evidence found in the Ro¬ 
mulus hotel room matched the sam¬ 
ples found at at the scene of Ebys 
murder. The samples were sent to 
the Michigan State Police DNA 
Crime Lab in NorthviUe where they 
were analyzed for similarities. 

When questioned why DNA test¬ 
ing had not been done eariiei; Snyder 
said; 'There was only a small amount 
of semen from one body, if it had 
been used, there would not have 
been enough for evidence and future 
testing" He also said in reference to 
testing of blood found at the scene; 
"It was a different type blood than 
what we were looking for" 

Now, DNA technology has im¬ 
proved and expanded. Smaller sam¬ 
ples can be tested, and the FBI has a 
national database available. The 
samples v/ere run through a comput¬ 
er bank and in a very short time they 
had a connection between the Eby 
and Ludwig murders. Early in Febru- 
aiy, the FBI matched the fingerprints 
found at both cilme scenes to Gor- 
toiL Saliva firom a cup taken by an 
undercover officer at a Flint roller 
rink where Gorton was, also matched 
that found at both scenes. 

Gorton will face trial in both Flint 
and Romulus. He was arraigned in 
the 34th District Court and faces a 
preliminaiy hearing there this week. 
He has asked for a public defender in 
the Flint case, it is not yet known 
whether he will seek a public defend¬ 
er in Romulus, or use the attorney 
finm Flint.

Dedicated district court officiai retires 

Jackson served 3 Inkster judges 


For most of the past four decades, 
’Patsy A. Jackson has seen the best 
and the worst of humanity walk 
through the 22nd District Court. 

On “felony days”, usually on 
Wednesdays in the local courtroom, 
‘Tatsy” has heard testimony, espe¬ 
cially during murder exams, that 
shocks, stuns, and numbs the senses, 
but she, as a reporter, can’t show a 
speck of emotion. She has to, as a re¬ 
porter remain “cool” and objective, 
and make sure the dialogue is record¬ 
ed. 

Because, for 34 of her 37 years with 
the city, Jackson has worked as a 
court reporter, which requires meticu¬ 
lous note and record-taking, so that 
the information may be relayed to the 


higher court accurately for trial on the 
Circuit Court level, if the case reached 
there. 

And, on March 1, 2002, Patsy A. 
Jackson will spend her last official day 
as the court reporter. On that day, 
she will retire, ending a career that 
words can’t describe. She sat 
throu^ the infomous Alberta Easter 
court hearings and has also seen peo¬ 
ple falsely accused leave the court¬ 
room in tears of joy. 

Easter; if you don’t ijscall, and her 
three adult sons, shot and killed three 
Inkster law enforcement officers on 
July 9,1987, at the Bungalow Motel 

“I have been blessed to have been 
able to work in a field which has al¬ 
ways fescinated me,” Jackson says. “I 


also feel very fortunate that I have 
been able to meet so many wonderful 
people and make so many friends 
over the years.” 

Sylvia James, the Chief Judge of 
the 22nd District Court, offered the 
following congratulatory words for 
the longtime employee: 

“Ms. Jackson has served the city 
well for 37 years, of which 34 have 
been with the court. Her dedication, 
loyalty and her excellent work ethics 
have been unmatched over the years. 
This type of dedication and employee 
loyalty is commendable.” 

Upon graduation from high school 
in her home town of Rock Hill, South 
Carolina, Jackson moved to Inkster. 
The year was 1950. In the fall of 1958, 


she attended Wayne State University. 

In the fall of 1959, Jackson decided 
to attend business school, and en¬ 
rolled in Lewis Business College 
where she studied for two years. She 
graduated in the class of 1961 with 
her certification in Secretarial Sci¬ 
ence. Immediately thereafter Jack- 
son joined a law firm in Detroit. 

Three years latei; she became the 
first woman of color to be hired in the 
elite law firm of Dann, Rosenbaum, 
Bloom and Kaufinan. That was in 
1964 

Shortly afterward, a position was 
posted in The Inkster Ledger Star for 
a secretaiy in the Planning and Ur¬ 
ban Renewal Department in the City 
of Inkster. She was hired by the late 



Planning Director, Elon H. Mickels, 
and worked with Mr. Mickels for four 
years. 

After the closing of the Planning 
and Urban Renewal Office in 1968, 
the then City Managei; Ralph A. De¬ 
Santis, offered her the position of 
criminal clerk in the Inkster Munici¬ 
pal Court where she worked until the 
court became a District Court in 1971. 

During that time she owned and 
operated a part-time Secretary Ser¬ 
vice working with several churches 
and medical offices in the area. 

In January of 1971 Jackson be¬ 
came the first court reporter for the 
22nd District Court, and continued in 
that positioin for a period exceeding 
31 years. During the span she had the 
pleasure of working with three 
judges: The Honorable John R Mok- 
ersky, John R McCartney and Sylvia 
A. James. 

While working, Jackson didn’t 
stop attending school In 1974 she 
was one of the first graduates of the 
Court Administration Program of¬ 
fered at W^e State University. 

In addition, Jackson managed to 
find time to attend Court Reporting 
school, matriculated at the University 
of Michigan, Schoolcraft College,

CAFE could cost Romulus 


To the editor. 

As the plant managers for Gener¬ 
al Motors Powertain plants in Romu¬ 
lus, we are proud to work with the 
men and women who build quality 
transmissions and engines for some 
of the most popular pickup trucks 
and SUVs on the market. We are also 
proud of the important role our facili¬ 
ties play in the local economy.

Ground 
Zero: We 
will never 
forget

As the United States Armed 
Forces continues to search for Ben 
Ladin and his lieutenants and press¬ 
es on in Afghanistan to wipe out ter¬ 
rorist cells that could launch anoth¬ 
er attack on America, the work con¬ 
tinues to rebuild the Pentagon and 
to clear the debris that once was the 
World Trade Center 

For most, the terrorist attacks of 
Sept. 11, 2001, will never be forgot¬ 
ten. They unmistakedly remain a 
ni^tmare in the minds and souls of 
all who lost loved ones, survived the 
tragedy, and took part in any of the 
rescue operations. The tragic inci¬ 
dents of the unforgettable day that 
equaled if not surpassed what FJD JR. 
caEed “a day that win live in infeimy” 
- the brutal and cowardly attack on 
Pearl Harbor by the Imperial Forces 
of Japan in 1941 - are being relived 
each and every day of the year by lit¬ 
erally thousands who visit what has 
become known as “Ground Zero.” 

“Ground Zero” is the sacred soil 
that has become the final resting 
place of the thousands of men, 
women and children - of an colors, of 
an races, who died when the mnnons 
of tons of steel and concrete crum¬ 
bled under the intense heat and 
pressure of the two jets crashing in¬ 
to the World Trade Center. 

“I don’t think I will ever forget 


that awesome site,” said Wayne 
CouncUwoman Donna McEachem, 
who recently visited New York, and 
made a trip to Ground Zero. ‘There 
are no words to describe your feel¬ 
ings. You stand there and look out 
and you try to visualize how could 
this have happened. You say a 
prayer. You see the anguish on the 
feces of those who also stand there, 
in silence. God, you say, how can 
you allow this to happen. God, 
please dont allow to happen again. 
Here. Or anywhere in the world.” 

McEachem says that the line to 
get to the platform stretched 12 
blocks. 

‘There were hundreds of people 
standing there on that cool, overcast 
January day,” says McEachem. 
“But there was little conversation, 

“Along Broadway, you became 
aware of certain odors, charred 
buildings and other ominous signs of 
the mass destmction,” McEachem 


continues. “On Broadway you pass 
the fence by St. Paul’s Church where 
people have brought items such as 
paper cranes made by Japanese 
schoolchildren, drawings by school- 
children across the nation, American 
flags, apparel and photos of those 
who remain missing fiom the Sept. 
11 attacks, 

“You look at St. Paul’s, which 
dates back to the American Revolu¬ 
tionary days, and you remember 
fi*om your school days that on and 
near these grounds another battle 
was fought, the battle for our fi*ee- 
dom - among the first battles of the 
Revolutionaiy ^^fer. Immediately af¬ 
ter the terrorist attacks, St. Paul’s 
was used by rescue personnel to 
rest, contemplate and pray.” 

Slowly, one by one, the entourage 
reached Vesey Street, just alongside 
of St. Paul’s where you begin to as¬ 
cend the ramp. If you look sharply to 
the right of St. Paul’s you will see a 


white tent, which is used to place 
the bodies of the recovered victim’s. 

And then comes the wasteland 
where once proudly stood one of 
man’s greatest architectural 
achievements - the twin towers of 
the World Trade Center. 

Here are McEachem’s thoughts: 

‘You stand on the platform and 
view a large, flat primarily cleared 
area, except for what remains below 
ground. You offer a prayer for all 
those lost lives and for all those femi- 
lies who won’t have their loved ones 
with them anymore. 

‘You realize how fiugile and tenu¬ 
ous that thread is that anchors all of 
us to this earth. 

‘You are humbled by the many 
heroic, unselfish acts that occurred 
on this now sacred land. 

“And, yes, you are angry that 9-11 
happened, and look up at the gray 
sky and silently pray - Please, Lord, 
may it never hapF>en again.” 


Window on Wayne 

A glimpse of the Village 82 years ago

The year was 1920, the Michigan 
Inspection Bureau of Detroit, Michi¬ 
gan, sent Civil Engineer Mr T. K Kay 
to the Village of ^^feyne in November 
on an inspection tour. 

Mr. Kay’s inspection was of the 
buildings in town, the town water 
system and the Wayne Fire Depart¬ 
ment. 

The Village of Wayne was one 
square mile in area with a population 
of 1489 residents, according to the 
last U. S. Census. 

The principal industries were the 
Proudy and Glass Carriage Factory, 
the Canning woita and an Automo¬ 
bile Factory along with Commercial 
stores, 

Mr. Kay reported the Village of 
Wayne had two miles of concrete 
streets in fair condition, the m^ority 
of the streets were of earth and grav¬ 
el in poor condition. The main 
streets in town were 75 feet wide and 
the secondary streets were 66 feet 


wide. The Village of Wayne had one 
Railroad, the Michigan Central Rail¬ 
road, which ran north and south. 

The Mercantile Section was locat¬ 
ed on 13 acres offend along Michigan 
Avenue fix)m First Street to Biddle 
Street and Monroe Street (Wayne 
Road) from Main Street to Sims 
Street. Thirty-seven percent of the 
mercantile area was open space. The 
remaining 45 percent had 54 build¬ 
ings, of which 23 were brick and 31 
were of wood fiom constructioa The 
average height was two stories or 30 
feet. The electrical light wiring was in 
feir conditioa 

Mr. Kay reported that the water 
supply system came fiom impound¬ 
ing reservoirs. Mr. Charles Goudy 
was the Superintendent of the Public 
Wfeter Works and held the position of 
Fire Cifeief of the Village of Wayne vol¬ 
unteer Fire Department. 

The water supply for fire fighting 
came fiom several sources: 1- open 
reservoirs which held 10,000 gallons 
of water with a pump at the Rouge 
River to pump water into the reser-

voirs when needed. The pump could 
pump a maximum of 150,(X)0 gallons 
of water in 24 hours. From the 
pumping statioa which was located 
on the Rouge Rivei; two blocks fiom 
the mercantile sectioa there was a 
gravity water tank at Main Street 
and Monroe Street (Wayne Road) 
next to the Village Hall. The tank 
was constructed of steel at 90 feet el¬ 
evated above ground with a capacity 
of75,000 gallons of water 

The water distribution system 
was installed in 1915 under the direc¬ 
tion of Charles Goudy, the water was 
sent from the pumping station 
through 10-inch cast iron pipes along 
Washington Street, Park Street and 
Monroe Street.

There were 58 fire hydrants of the 
Eddy style in the mercantile section.

State Revenue 
Sharing cutbacks 
to hurt Wayne

The fi^gile state of the national 
economy may take its toll on the City 
of Wayne, mayor and city council 
members were informed last week. 

Due to the ailing economy, the 
state’s proposed Revenue Sharing to 
counties and cities which is the pri¬ 
mary source of lunding for essential 
services as fire, police and social ser¬ 
vices will be “fiozen” at current levels, 
according to State Representative 
JimA.Pfekas. 

City Manager John Zech also in¬ 
formed mayor and council that the 
severe cuts in the State’s Revenue 
Sharing will ultimately create chal¬ 
lenges locally. 

“We recently reported to council 
that because of the economy, sales 
tax revenues are ofi* which has forced 
us to take a closer look at our bud¬ 
get,” said Zech. “We have already 
started to take the necessaiy steps to 
adjust our spending. With less mon¬ 
ey to spend, and these anticipated 
cutbacks, we will tiy to continue to 
operate as smoothly as we can.” 

Zech said that Revenue Sharing 
constitutes 25 percent of the city’s 
annual budget and the cutbacks 
may cost the city between $3 to $5 
million. 

Asked by community activist 
James Netter whether the city had a 


“rainy-day fund”, Zech replied that it 
did, “but we don’t have the extra 
money to ofEset that huge of a loss.” 

On the subject of Revenue Shar¬ 
ing in a letter to Mayor A1 Haidous, 
Rep. Pfekas stressed that “the declin¬ 
ing economy, coupled with the terror¬ 
ist attack on September 11,2001, has 
reduced sales tax revenue in the 
state. Late last year. Governor En- 
^er issued an Executive Order which 
reduced Revenue Sharing payments 
to local units of government. 

‘This reduction lowered the con¬ 
stitutional component by $15.5 mil¬ 
lion to $657.1 million. The statutory 
provision was reduced by $37.2 mil¬ 
lion with a total reduction of $44.7 
million as compared to FY 2000- 
l..He (the governor) proposed fi^eez- 
ing Revenue Sharing to counties, 
cities, townships and villages based 
on the post Executive Order num¬ 
bers. There is a “hold harmless” pro¬ 
vision which would ensure that every 
unit would receive at least as much 
as they did in 2002. The budget has a 
$10 million safeguard to finance this 
“hold harmless” provisioa 

“Having just been released, this 
budget is subject to changes,” 
Pfekas’s letter continues. “With the 
fragile state of the economy, one 
would doubt these changes (if they 
were to occur) would be fevorable to 
the Revenue Sharing program..”

Now that hoopla over, trouhle 
on horizon for Metro Airport 


For those of us who have endured the deplorable con¬ 
ditions of Northwest Airline’s former terminal, the Mc¬ 
Namara Midfield Terminal is like the Taj Mahal was to 
Indian peasants. 

It’s bright, wide walk areas serve in shaip contrast to 
the dank, narrow dark passages that we are used to. The 
new beautiful and large fountain and high-speed tram 
are huge hits with all travelers and the new. upscale 
restaurants and shops remind many of us of the Atlanta, 
Tampa or Orlando airports. 

Kudos to all for a almost problem-fiee opening. No 
longer is our airport depicted in national magazines as 
“third world.” No, we now are one of the best and cer¬ 
tainly the newest. A major airport project of this magni¬ 
tude has not opened since Pittsburg in 1992. 

Leave it to me, however, to remind us all, there are 
airport-related problems on the horizon — partrcularly 
when the airport relates to local residents. 

Frrst there is the bitter fight for control of the airport, 
itself. Many of us have been clamoring for a more active 
role fiom the state, particularly after all of the budgetary 
inproprieties have been revealed. 

Last week, it was announced that Governor John En- 
gler and County Executive Ed McNamara had cut a deal 
to share control of the airport Their deal involved setting 
up a new commission with appointees fiom the Gover¬ 
nor, the County Executive, and the County Commission, 
with the Executive and Governor getting the opportunity 
to make the bulk of the appointments. 

This led to considerable grousing by the County 
Commission. In effect, the new commission would take 
the control of the airport away fiom the Commission, in 
favor of seven appointees. 

This sets up a nasty fight, and interesting one, since 
many expect McNamara to endorse County Commis¬ 
sion Chairman Ricardo Solomon in his bid to replace 
McNamara as County Executive. Could this be the price 
for McNamara’s support? 

Secondly, there is the great and wonderful Pinnacle 


Project. It is 1,200 
glorious acres that 
the County has 
bought with mon¬ 
ey that supposed¬ 
ly was earmarked 
for homes around 
the airport that 
needed protection from the noise created by massive jets 
taking off and landing. 

That project envisioned as a $100 million develop¬ 
ment involving a technology park, hotels, and a shop¬ 
ping district is now in dispute. McNamara, again, wants 
to turn the project over to a private authority while the 
County Commission wants to keep control. 

Then there is the much-bashed sound control pro¬ 
gram. After an expose’ in this newspaper, that project 
seems to be turning around. A pow-wow last Monday 
before the Romulus City Council meeting, portrayed 
many wonderful things being done by the new general 
contractor and his associates. After spending million of 
dollars on questionable repairs, maybe this program is 
actually helping residents insulate their homes fi'om the 
noise of the nearby airport. 

Lost in all this are the citizens in Romulus, and to 
some degree Huron Township and Van Buren Town¬ 
ship. Despite being the most inconvenienced residents in 
southeast Michigan, they have little say about the big 
picture. 

They deserve, in my opinion, to have a representative 
on the new authority that operates the airport, and cer¬ 
tainly should have extensive input in what happens to 
the Pinnacle Project, since much of that land was con¬ 
demned by the County, in what many consider an illegal 
land grab. 

Yes, the new terminal is nice, but let us not forget, this 
terminal is in Romulus, not Detroit, and by its very loca¬ 
tion, should have representatives from the Romulus 
community helping to govern its activities.

Enron, government cook their books 


It has been said that accounting 
is an art, not a profession With the 
implosion of Enron CJorporation and 
the corresponding loss of over $80 
bOlion by its investors, attention has 
been focused on the accounting 
practices of that and other private 
corporations. 

Enron set up an incredibly com¬ 
plex network of subsidiaries and over 
3,000 “partnerships” it used to hide 
vital information from the investing 
public. The purpose was to allow the 
company to raise hundreds of bil¬ 
lions of dollars without investors 
knowing its true debt situation This 
would have been illegal for other cor¬ 
porations but Enron asked for, and 
got, an exemption from the law from 
the Securities and Exchange Com¬ 
mission (SEC). 

Why that exemption was given 
and why congress would write such 
a provision into the law giving the 
SEC the power to grant exemptions 
is a subject crying for investigation. 
However, don’t hold your breath 
waiting for one. 

Government at most levels has 
its own ‘loopholes” that enable it to 
shield its true financial condition 
from the voters. As with Enron, most 
of the loopholes involve creating sep>- 
arate entities and hiding debt on 
those balance sheets. This is various¬ 
ly described as “off budget” items or 
“independent” agencies. 



By far the largest scam is the So¬ 
cial Security Trust Flind. Money col¬ 
lected fix)m Social Security taxes is 
spent on other things and lOlTs are 
put in the “trust fund.” Since it is an 
“off budget” item it is reported sepa¬ 
rately from the government’s regular 
operations and until recently re¬ 
ceived little attention from the pub¬ 
lic. As with any Ponzi scheme, there 
comes a day of reckoning in the not 
too distant ftiture. 

State governments also make ex¬ 
tensive use of these “off budget” 
items. In the last few decades, there 
has been a proliferation of “indepen¬ 
dent” agencies set up supposedly to 
enhance the accountability of special 
purpose branches of the executive 
branch of government. The effect 
however is to let them escape the an¬ 
nual (often acrimonious) debate 
over expenditures fium the “general” 
fund. 

At the local level (as discussed 
two weeks ago in this column) the 
state legislature authorized local 
governments to set up separate enti¬ 


ties that allows bond debt to be in¬ 
curred without the approval of the 
voters. However those authorities 
that have direct access to tax dollars, 
e.g. Tax Increment Finance Authori¬ 
ties (TIFA’s) and Downtown Devel¬ 
opment Authorities (DDA’s) are in¬ 
cluded in the city’s consolidated fi¬ 
nancial reports. 

One entity that is not (which 
most cities have) is a Housing Au¬ 
thority. In theory, these authorities 
do not receive direct taxes from local 
taxpayers. They operate on “grants” 
from federal and state agencies and 
some nonprofit organizations. How¬ 
ever, they have one other source of 
income not considered direct taxes. 
That is rental income they receive 
from cities for buildings they fi¬ 
nanced with bond issues and are 
leasing to the city. 

This fiction allows them to keep 
their financial reporting separate 
from the city’s and often use differ¬ 
ent auditors to certift^ their financial 
statements. Thus the city does not 
report the lease as having anything 
to do with debt although the lease 
commitment is reported in the foot¬ 
notes to its financial statements por¬ 
trayed as “full disclosure.” 

The politicians need to clean up 
their own act before they go to far 
overboard condemning the private 
sector for taking advantage of the 
loopholes created by the politicians. 



‘Stinger’ makes Canton safer 


Good governments respond to 
problems. 

For an example, take the Canton 
Police Department’s response to the 
tragic Feb. 10, 2001, death of Travis 
Miles, an 8-year-old Garden City boy, 
in a high speed chase through a win¬ 
ter night. 

Travis, a popular child with the 
face and disposition of an angel, died 
for a truckload of roofing materials 
stolen from a Canton construction 
site by two fleeing career criminals. 

Chased by Canton and Westland 
patrolmen, the thieves ran a red 
light in Westland and broadsided 
the vehicle carrying Miles. The crash 
killed him, injured his aunt, and 
dragged Canton police into the na¬ 
tional debate of police chase poli¬ 
cies. 

Ever since the US Supreme 
Court’s May 26, 1998 ruling ruled 
that police officers cannot be held li¬ 
able for the deaths of innocent peo¬ 
ple who are killed or severely iryured 
as the result of a reckless police 
chase, a cry has gone out ftum civil 
libertarians. 

“This decision means that police 
officers may disregard rules and 
guidelines concerning high speed ve¬ 
hicle pursuits,” the ACLU of South¬ 
ern California said at the time. But 
the Travis Miles chase was not reck¬ 
less. 


A Canton inquiry into the chase 
turned up no wrongdoing or policy 
lapses by the officers involved. 

Nevertheless, at the time I sug¬ 
gested that Canton police evolve al¬ 
ternatives for necessary high speed 
chases. 

“Who knows what techniques po¬ 
lice could come up with in a brain¬ 
storming session: helicopter pur¬ 
suits, weapons to disable tires, or 
ways to trace fugitive vehicles to 
kingdom come,” I wrote. “I urge 
township officials and police to re¬ 
think their high-speed pursuit poli¬ 
cies.” 

A common sense suggestion, I 
thought, but, to put it mildly, one 
that touched township officials’ hot 
spots. 

Subsequently, two township offi¬ 
cials blasted me as if I were the is¬ 
sue, not the 20 percent of high-speed 
chases that end in accidents and the 
one percent that end in deaths of4n- 
nocent bystanders and pursuing po¬ 
lice officers, according to national 

- statistics.Lii^ li- ^ ^ ilx * I 

But unknown to me. Canton 
Public Safety Director John San- 
tomauro responded to the problem 
by finding a way to disable tires of 
fleeing cars. 

Last year, the department 
bought “stingers,” a string of barbed 
spikes that are thrown in the way of 
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fleeing cars. 

“We did a lot of research on 
stingers,” Santomauro said. “They 
are a tool we can deploy to termi¬ 
nate a pursuit.” 

Based on last Wednesday’s high¬ 
speed pursuit of a 23-year-old Can¬ 
ton woman, stingers help. 

After chasing the woman out of 
Canton, through Van Buren, and 
back into Canton, Canton officers 
dropped the stingers at Michigan 
Avenue and Lotz Road, popping two 
of her fix)nt tires. 

Though she tried driving on bare 
front wheels, she had to abandon 
her in Michigan Avenue’s median. 
Car chase over. 

“We didn’t have the stinger at the 
time of the vehicle pursuit when 
there was a death,” Santomauro 
said. 

But thanks a responsive public 
safety department. Canton has 
them now. And the odds of a second 
tragic death have been greatly di¬ 
minished.

Don’t let schools of choice increase Plymouth-Canton class sizes

As many of you have probably 
heard, it looks like the governor has 
put together a budget that will keep 
the $200 per pupil increase for 2002-03. 
This is tmly go^ news for our school 
district. 

While this news is good, there are 
still many things to be concerned 
about relative to the financing of our 
school district. Here are some of the 
feicts for the 2002-03 financial projec¬ 
tions as presented by the Plymouth- 
Canton schools. 

To help make the budget projec¬ 
tions appear less negative, the most re¬ 
cent projections presented by the dis¬ 
trict removed any plans for employee 
raises during the next three years. It 
seems unlikely that we can “retain the 
best staff”, as our long-range plan in¬ 
tends, if we cannot make any plans for 
employee raises. 

When questioned about this at a re¬ 
cent board meeting Superintendent 
Boohei; indicated that this lack of plan¬ 


ning for employee raises would give 
them “more reason to get the RESA 
millage passed this August”. 

This brings in to focus yet another 
reason for concern — the RESA mill- 
age increase being voted on this Au¬ 
gust. This 15 mil increase is being vot¬ 
ed on countywide to provide our coun¬ 
ty school district with increased fund¬ 
ing 

If this increase is passed, it will re¬ 
sult in approximately $6 million being 
raised in our district, with only about 
$15 million being applied to our school 
district’s budget. Pay out $6 million to 
get $1.5 million. This seems to be a 
BAD investment. 

Why is Dr. Booher encouraging our 
community to vote for such a blatantly 
bad deal? She may need this money to 
offset the 40 percent increase in cen¬ 
tral office administrative spending in 
the school district or she may just feel 
that the county needs to increase its 
educational revenues by nearly per¬ 
cent! Whatever the reason, not very 


good investment advice fix)m our edu¬ 
cational leadership. 

Another way that Dr. Booher 
seems to be focused on raising revenue 
for our district is through schools of 
choice. Under this model, Plymouth- 
Canton opens its schools to students 
Sum outside of our district. When stu¬ 
dents come to the district they bring 
per pupil revenue with them, thereby 
increasing the revenue for the district. 

One would expect that this would 
also result in some incremental addi¬ 
tions to teaching staff Not the case un¬ 
der Dr. Booher’s model When asked 
about this, the administration indicat¬ 
ed that there are many classrooms in 
the district that do not have 25 stu¬ 
dents and that these students fix)m 
other districts could just be squeezed 
in with no increase in teaching staff 
Shouldn’t we reduce all of our class 
sizes before taking on other students? 
CJlass size was the number one concern 
in recent district surveys. Why is Dr. 
Booher paying such little attention to 


the community? 

These three issues are merely the 
tip of the iceberg: They do however af¬ 
fect every student, parent, employee 
and community member. Many of you 
may be afiaid to speak out, stand up 
and once again put the public in public 
schools. 

Given what Dr. Booher has at¬ 
tempted to do to those of us who 
speak out, this is understandable. 
However; you must overcome the fear 
that has been created and get in¬ 
volved. You must contact school board 
members, speak out at board meet¬ 
ings, write letters to the papers, etc. 
You must not allow your school district 
to keep you in the dark. I am certain 
that the employees and customers at 
Enron wish they had ask more ques¬ 
tions and gotten more information be¬ 
fore it was too late and their ‘leaders” 
had fled. Let’s not go down the same 
path.

2 clash 
for playoff 
championship 

Living on the edge, Plymouth- 
Salem knocked ofif Livonia Steven¬ 
son, 49-47, while Westland John 
Glenn disposed of Farmington Hills 
Harrison, 47-44, to advance to the 
championship round of the 2002 
Western Lakes Conference playofife. 

Salem and Glenn remain the 
hottest teams in the conference, and 
the two were scheduled to meet on 
Wednesday at Northville to deter¬ 
mine who gets the playoff title. 
Coach Bob Brodie and the Rocks 
sewed up the conference title a 
week ago, and are now poised to 
challenge for their second crown. 

Glenn, with impressive victories 
over Harrison and Northville, two of 
the toughest opponents in the con¬ 


ference, is seeking its first confer¬ 
ence title under second-year coach 
Joel Lloyd 

However, Lloyd’s Rockets lost a 
three-point thriller to Salem in their 
only encounter with the Rocks this 
season, 

“This will be a tough game,” said 
Brodie, commenting on his team’s 
rematch with Glenn. “We survived 
the first one by three. I’m looking for 
a rerun of that first game.” 

Salem and Glenn are peaking at 
the right time. They will go separate 
ways to seek district titles: Salem is 
at Stevenson where they will find 
natural rival. Canton, Livonia 
Churchill, Novi, Northville and the 
host, Stevenson, whUe Glenn is as¬ 
signed to the Romulus district 
where the Rockets will have to con¬ 
tend with familiar foes such as 
Wayne Memorial, Garden City, 
Belleville, Livonia Franklin and also 
the host, Romulus. 

In the first round, Salem de¬ 
stroyed North Farmington, 76-47, a 


team they managed to beat in over¬ 
time the first time around in the 
conference. 

“We executed well and played de¬ 
fense the way we are capable of,” 
said Brodie. 

It also didn’t hurt that 6-4 junior 
forward Dave Hoskins couldn’t be 
stopped in that game. Hoskins 
poured in a game-high 27 points to 
open the gates to the semis for 
Salem. The Rocks led 15-10 and 39- 
18 after the first two periods as 
Brodie went to his bench fi^quently. 

North’s Mike Leach pumped in 
15 points, his team’s high. 

In a game that went down to the 
last shot, Salem pulled out a 49-47 
victory over Stevenson in the semis. 
Leading 18-12 and 24-21 after the 
first two periods, Salem fell behind

With Hoskins and Pat Abraham

Holding Stevenson’s offense to 11 
points in the final period was the dif¬ 
ference in this ball game, according 
to the Salem coach. 

“We fought back, but I felt our 
defense got the job done at the end 
and that was a big difference in this 
game,” said Brodie. 

Hoskins surfaced as the top scor¬ 
er in the game. He had 16, while 
Abraham contributed 15 for the 
winners who made six of 11 free 
throws. Bartnick’s 14 points topped 
the Spartans who also sank five of 11 
fi:^e throws. 

In the first round. Canton wasted 
outstanding performances by An¬ 
drew Meagrow and Kyle Lasko who 
scored 15 and 14 points, respectively, 
in the Chiefs’ 55-46 loss to Steven¬ 
son. 

The two teams were tied at nine 
after one period, but the Spartans

Fire Department included the follow¬ 
ing: 3 shut off nozzles; 3 nozzle tips; 1 
crowbar, 6 lanterns; extra chemical 
charges; ropes; 4 axes, and a total of 
1500 feet of 2 1/2 inch hose none of 
which is 5 years old but never been 
tested. 

The fire alarm system was by tele¬ 
phone with a bell tower at the fire sta¬ 
tion to summon fire fighters and a 
Steam Whistle at the (Carriage works. 

The system worked as follows: 
One long blast on the bell was the 
south side of town; one long blast and 
one short blast on the bell was for the 


north side of town. 

For a (General Alarm, the Steam 
Whistle at the carriage works was 
sounded. This system sometimes did 
not work wen, as the person sounding 
the alarm might have been excited 
and just blasted away not giving out 
the proper signal 

As in most reports, Mr Kay also in¬ 
cluded recommendations for im¬ 
provements. And they were as fol¬ 
lows: Provide a tower rack for diying 
fire hose; Pressure test aU fire hose an¬ 
nually at 100 pounds pressure; Pur¬ 
chase additional crowbars; Purchase 
additional axes; Purchase additional 
lanterns; Purchase hand fire extin¬ 
guishers; Purchase fireman’s jackets 
for each volunteer fireman; and Pur¬ 
chase fireman’s helmets for each vol¬ 
unteer fireman.
